IN SCHOOL BY BOYS 
AFRAID OF FLUNKING 


BELLEFONTE, Pa., Jan. 15 

(UP)—Two 14-year-old schoolboys 
who plotted to dynamite the Phil- 
ipsburg (Fa.) High School, be- 
cause they thought they were go- 
ing to “flunk out,” were sentenced 
to the Industrial School for Boys 
at Kis-Lyn, Pa, today. 
They were sentenced by Judge 
Ivan Walker after a closed hear- 
ing in his chambers, with only the 
youths, their parents and police 
and court officials present. 

The two boys accused of plot- 
ting to blow up the high school 
had planted 180 sticks of dyna- 
mite and 75 dynamite caps in the 
auditorium and entrance of the 
high school Wednesday. 

When arrested, the two youths 
said they were afraid they were 
“flunking out“ on their eighth 
grade studies and that they just 
decided to blow up the school.“ 

High School Principal Frank 
Ehrenfeld said that neither of the 
boys was a good student but 
neither had caused any trouble 
previously. 

Police Chief Russell Duck said 
the boys tried to biow up the 
school twice Wednesday but were 
frightened off both times by a 
passerby who tipped off police. 
— passerby didn't identify him- 

The youths had the dynamite 
rigged to a six-cell battery. 

Duck said the youths evidently 
didn’t realize that they would have 
blown themselves to bits.

DURBAN, Union of South 
Africa, Jan. 15 (AP)—Police made 
bayonet charges today in an 
attempt to quell race rioting 
which has spread to Indian ref- 


ugee camps. It was the third day 
of fighting between natives and 
Indians in the Durban area. 

Authorities in Johannesburg es- 
timated 300 persons have lost their 
lives. Police reported 1000 in- 
jured. The South African Broad- 
casting Corp. said 200 to 300 were 
killed. Damage was estimated at 
$1,000,000. 

Terrified Indians fled from the 
city. Some went to refugee camps 
but they still faced death. Sev- 
eral thousand natives moved on 
one camp in a Durban. suburb. 
Bayonet-weilding police dispersed 
them. Many Indians, shrieking in 
terror, jumped to their death from 
a 600-foot cliff. 

March on Second Camp, 

Police and troops rushed to the 
Illovo area just outside the city 
where a large group of Zulu 
workers were marching toward 
another camp. It was not deter- 
mined immediately whether they 
succeeded in intercepting the na- 
tives. The Royal Durban Light 
Infantry was mobilized. 

The rioting began Thursday 
when an Indian market peddler 
injured a young native boy. The 
incident snowballed into a frenzy 
of killing and looting. Indians 
and natives alike have been 
burned and stoned to death and 
shot. Entire Indian families have 
been wiped out. The city’s In- 
dian quarter has been wrecked. 
Some of the natives chanted Zulu 
battle cries as they fought. 

One European was killed and 
12 others seriously injured as a 
result of the rioting. It was the 
first time South African military

This is the failure to make the most 
of the opportunity to obtain federal funds for 
separation of highway and railroad traffic in St. 
Louis. :

The Federal Government wisely recognizes 
the grade crossing as a killer of human beirigs, 
a destroyer of valuable property and a waster of 
precious time. To cut down this heavy annual 
toll, the Government appropriates generously 
toward ‘the reduction of the number of these 
street and highway deathtraps. 

Not many citizens realize how génerous Uncle 
Sam is in this regard. The most recent appro- 
priation by Congress was for $450,000,000 for 
each of two years. Missouri's share is $12,756,- 
000 a year, or more than $25,000,000 for the bi- 
ennium. The Missouri allotment is subdivided 


for urban and rural uses and the urban share is 


available to the state'secities. 

A remarkable thing abodt these federal funds 
is that they do not need to be matched by either 
city or state money if the highway is entitled to 
federal aid. Once the city works out a plan 
whereby the railroad in question pays 10 per 
cent of the cost of separating grades on a fed- 
eral aid highway, Uncle Sam will pay the re- 
maining 90 per cent. 

On stich a basis as this it is difficult to see 
why there is not. vigorous competition among 
cities for these funds. If there is such a com- 
petition, St. Louis could hardly be called a hot 
competitor.
